The machinery 
lo do the job is al hand, In Ihe 30-odd 
lending agencies now in existence. If 
the consolidation scheme goes through 
the government will have at hand a 
credit - creating 
agency infinitely 


greater lhan anything ever before seen 
cither in or out of government. 


Today the government's credit or- 


ganizations arc scattered all over the 
lot. They range from such giants as 
the RFC and the Home C"wncrs Loan 
Corporation down to the Disaster Loan 
Corporation, the Federal Intermediate 
Credit Banks, and some still- unli- 
quidated war emergency corporations 
and agencies. There are 38 of them in 
all.

As of Ihc end of February, Ihese 38 


corporalions and agencies had total 
assets of $12,411,000,000 against liabil- 
ilics of 58,349,000,000. 


Now, 
if these agencies wore com- 


bined into one, what would emerge 


on its books. It would also have a 
still unused lending capacity (lumping 
together the unused capacities of its 
component parts) of approximately 
$10,000,000,000. 


No banker in the history of the 


world ever had that much credit al 
his disposal. 


In uclual practice, of course, the fig- 


ure will be somewhat less lhan lhal, 
as il is put into one basket. A few of 
the largest-RFC, HOLC, FHA, Elect-1 
ric Farm and Home Authorily, and 
Export-1'mport Bank—will be grouped 
together as nucleus of the new agency. 


These have iegai authority now to 


lend $5,887,000,000 beyond loans al- 
ready made. They have total assets 
of $2,223,000,000 and outstanding loans 
of slightly less than §1,500,000,000. 


JXist how this regrouping will be 


done, and who will be put in charge of 
the new agency, are things which have 
not yet been worked out. The first 
suggestion was lhal RFC, HOLC and 
FHA would be lumped together and 
given to Harry Hopkins—a plan which 
seems to have died a-borning, in part, 
at least, because of opposition in the 
Senate.

May Avoid Danger of 


liaising Debt 


In connection w^th the reorganiza- 


tion a recommendation made by Pres- 
ident. Roosevelt in his last budget 
'mcjoage • may be worth recalling. 


Mr. Roosevelt suggested that the 


operations of the governmcnl's lend- 
ing agencies be made extra-budgetary, 
with an annual Ireasury department 
check-up to appraise assets and liabil- 
ities, wilh Ihe provision lhal sur- 
pluses or losses by Ihcse agencies, be 
reflected in the annual treasury return 
as receipts or expenditures in the fis- 
cal year in which Ihey actually oc- 
curred. 


The point of this is that, under such 


a scheme, the government could put 
through a big primo-the-pump-by- 
loans progratm* without raising the dcbl 
limit—since the huge sums involved 
would not be reflected in the annual 
budget except as actual losses on bad 
loans appeared.

Company Earnings 


Increase in 1939 


First-Quarter Reports In- 


dicate Upward Turn 


in Recession 


NEW YORK.-(/P)-For the three 


months ended in March, earnings oi 
the first 175 large corporations to re- 
port totaled $259,636,000, an increase of 
78 per cent over the corresponding per- 
iod last year, stalislics compiled by Ihe 
Associated Press disclosed Friday. 


Aulomobiles showed Ihe largest rise 


of any group as earnings of four com- 
panies, heavily weighted by General 
Motors and Chrysler, advanced to 
565,014,000 from $7,086,000 a year ago. 


A net profit of 512,651,000 for 20 steel 


companies against a deficit of $2,272,000 
in Ihe 1938 period indicates that the in- 
dustry is once more out of the red. 


Other groups showing marked im- 


provement were chemicals, railroads, 
accessories and building materials. 


The oil induslry ran contrary to the 


general uptrend as earnings of eight 
companies felt the pressure of over- 
production and lower prices and drop- 
ped to 54,485,000 compared with 59,- 
388,000 last year. Net profits of foui 
finance companies and five manufac- 
turers of heavy machinery were also 
down.

Vladimir Kokkinaki and his radio op- 
erator-navigator, Maj, Mikhail Gor- 
dienko—made a forced landing on the 
island Friday night. 


The island is at the northeastern tip 


of New Brunswick, in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence at the mouth of Bay Cha- 
leur. 


One of the men was said to have 


been injured—probably a broken rib- 
but his identity could not be learned 
as neither of the men spoke English. 
The other flier was unhurt. 


The ship was said ot have been bad- 


ly damaged in the landing, in a 'mlarsh, 
shortly after 9 p. m. 


Residents of the island said the air- 


men circled before landing and the 
motors appeared lo be functioning 
poorly. A telegraph ojjeralor at Ship- 
uigan, on the mainland 25 miles from 
Ihe island, was the first to report the 
landing. Lawrence Vibert, an island 
resident telephoned that he had been 
out to the scene, saw the wrecked, 
twin-motored red monoplane and tried 
to talk—unsuccessfully because of the 
language difficulty—with the airmen. 


Vibert look food to the two men, who 


remained by their ship to keep island- 
ers from approaching too closely.

Britain Spurns Nazis 


LONDON, Eng. — (JP)~ The British' 


Foreign Office, officially silent on 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler's speech, was re- 
ported Friday night to have rejected 
•us suggestion that Germany and Great 
Britain negotiate a new naval agree- 
ment. 


A Foreign Office spokesman said 


thai the German government specifi- 
cally agreed on June 18, 1935, the date 
of signing of the Anglo-German naval 
pact repudiated by Hitler Friday that 
the agreement was "permanent and 
definite," A semi-official source said 
"the foreign office view is lhat the 
Cha'm'berlain government would fall if 
it attempted to negotiate a new naval 
treaty with Germany after Killer's re-, 
pudiatipn of the old one." 


Shortly after Hitler spoke, Chancel- 


lor of the Exchequer Sir John Simon" 
said: 


"The thing that has changed British 


policy and changed it with unanimous 
approval is the action of Germany, 
It is no longer true that German policy • 
is limited to bringing Germans within 
the Reich. Recent actions go further 
lhan that, and if these actions portend, 
an effort at domination over the rest 
of Europe it is an effort which Britain 
must oppose." 


British naval quarters were indiffer- 


ent to Germany's threats to build up 
jeyond the 100-35 ratio established by 
the 1935 agreement. They said that 
the expense of a capital ship race 
would be much harder on Germany 
ban on Britain, that Britain has an 
advantage in men and 'materials avail- 
>le, and lhat the building of big ships 
akes a long tune.

of 535,939,450 has been alloted to Pacific 
Construction,. Inc., a 12-company syndi- 
cate which underbid competitors. A- 
nother 565,000,000 will purchase mat- 
erials, clear the reservoir site, re- 
route telegraph wires and main line 
railroad tracks, and install hydro- 
electric generators. The rest of the 
money will be spent on the smaller 
Frainth dam, on far flung canals 
and irrigation pumping systems. 
, Enormous as this sum sounds, the 
.Bureau of Reclamation of the United 
States Departmenet of Interior which 
is building the dam, estimates the 
entire investment will be retunrned in 
less than 40 years by water sales alone. 


When completed Shasta dam will 


be 560 feet high, 3500 feet long and 
will contain 5,600,000 cubic yards of 
concrete. 
Though not as high as 


Boulder dam nor as long as Grand 
Coulee dam, Shasta will be the great- 
est overflow-type dam ever built, 
and will control the water supply 
of an area as large as England. 


Water roaring over its spillway will 


form the highest man-made waterfall 
in the world as it tumbles a sheet 
480 feet to triple Niagara's mightly 
fall ,and to develop 515,000 horsepower 
from huge generators. 


This enormous power output about 


a billion and half killowatt hours 
annually—will be transmitted 200 miles 
to Antioch, Calif., the power load' 
center. The greater part will be usec 
for pumping water through both Sac 
ramento and Sr/a Joaquin valley ir 
' rigation systems, while the surplu 


will be sold in central and northern 
California.

Second' function of the dam is t 


control annual floods. Chief caus 
of these floods is melted snow from 
the slopes of the Sierra mountair 
swelling the Pitt, McCloud and Sac 
ramento rivers. Shasta dam will li' 
just below the confluence of thes 
rivers, nine miles north of Reddine 
Calif, 


When spring sun melts -the snow 


waters of the Shasta reservoir wil 
back up 35 miles in rugged Sacramentc 
canyon. Enough winter flood water 
will thus be stored to insure a steadj 
flow in the Sacramento river during 
the dry season, and irrigate land 
where original water supplies are nc 
longer adequate. 


For almost 75 years experts hay 


sought means to irrigate large area 
in. the southern San Joaquin valley 
Here once fertile lands are becom 
ing are becoming useless as origina 
water supplies are exhausted. Dur 
ing the last 20 years ground wate 
levels in some countries have fallen 
from 20 to 200 feet.

But the third—the protection of mi- 


norities—is a political factor, one that 
we are directly concerned with, one 
that we do have control over. 


And it is with this third factor—the 


only one humanity ever controlled— 
that Europe has written the death- 
warrant of so many democracies. 


A rich and powerful nation may be 


bankrupted by war, but it will recover 
if the fundamental machinery of gov- 
ernment for protecting minorities holds 
together. Such a nation was Germany, 
once powerful, but bankrupted by the 
World war. As a republic she was 
picking her painful way back to pros- 
perity—but the radical leaders of'the 
republic ran to excess, persecuted a 
minority (the industrialists), and sud- 
denly the minority, with Hitler, and 
the army, seized the government. 


Or, a nation may be" in the-full 


flower of prosperity, with a jwprld , of 
national resources, .;\vith a treasury-full 


diverted into the San Joaq'uin valley 
through a* delta cross canal.

of gold; and, overlooking this third 
factor, it too comes to grief. Such a 
nation was Spain. Tho Spanish de- 
posed their king, set up a republic, 
launched a far reaching program of 
redistribution of property. But the 
republic went too far too fast. The 
minority rose in revolt. The revolt 
was successful. But today Spain is a 
broke dictatorship. 


There is in every people the seed of 


self-destruction.- 


And over every government hangs 


the threat of tyranny—including the 
governments of republics. 


This is the lesson that comes across 


the waters from Europe. 


We, as citizens of a republic, are 


accustomed to think loosely that, "The 
majority is always right." 


The majority is always right, of 


course, except when it is wrong. 


.The warning that reaches us from 


the dead democracies of Europe is 
this: 


That instead of holding elections to 


save our country it is high time we 
saved 'some of bur elections to hold 
our coimtry.. - 


•The significant feature about our 


American republic is not that it con- 
fers-on every citizen the right to vote 
—but that, in effect, it sharply limits 
what- he can vote on. 


It accomplishes this by a threefold 


organization of government: Legisla- 
tive, executive and judiciary. 


The people elect the congress and 


the president. The congress enacts 
laws; the president administers them 
—but the judiciary may say that a law 
that the congress has passed and the 
president has signed is yet no law be- 
cause it violates constitutional guar- 
antees, and that is the same thing as 
telling the people they can't vote on 


We don't always like this procedure, 


many times a supreme court reversal 
of the policy of the party in power has 
brought cries of outrage from the 
overwhelming majority of the people. 
And sometimes the high court has 


proved to be wrong. 


But this is our system of govern- 


ment—and the only alternative is the 
dreadful nightmare the common mat 
ha.s brought upon himself in Europe 
by attempting to put absolutely every- 
thing to a popular vote. 


You, as student journalists, can un- 


derstand my emphasis on this ques- 
tion of protecting minorities when, 
point out to you that not only is i 
your duty to interpret the true facts 
of .your government, regardless how 
unpopular at the moment, but also 
newspaper people as such are n very 
decided minority—almost the smallcsi 
minority I know of. 


The free press is a fragile flower. 


It doesn't bloom on Mussolini's mil- 
itary deserts, and the sun can't reach 
it deep down in Hitler's Bavarian for- 
ests. 


You think, perhaps, that such Euro- 


pean things as dictatorship, censorship 
o fthe press, and sending political op- 
ponents to jail, couldn't happen in our 
American republic—but I assure'you 
that the early history of your coun- 
try warrants any sensible man in be- 
lieving the people-in-power, in a re- 
public get just as angry, when crit- 
icized, as any dictator; and woulc 
retaliate in about the same manner as 
a dictator unless restrained. 


The story of The Sedition Act, fol- 


lowing the retirement of George Wash- 
ington as first president, was told by 
Col. 
R. R. McCormick, publisher of 


the Chicago Tribune, in a speech some 
time ago before the Inland Daily Press 
association. The speaker pointed out 
that after Washington's retirement the 
Federalist party began to slip badly, 
and President John Adams squirmed 
under the lash of criticism from the 
press of the opposition party, Thomas 
Jefferson's Republicans, forerunners 
of today's Democratic party. 


The Federalists passed through con- 


gress, and President Adams signed, 
The Sed.ition Act, "which punished 
false, scandalous and malicious writ- 
ings against the government, either 
house of congress, or the president, if 
published with intent to defame any 
of them or to excite against them the 
contempt or hatred of the people, or to 
stir up sedition or to excite resistance 
against law, or to aid in hostile design 
of any foreign nation against the 
United States." 


Col. McCormick then said: 
"The Sedition Act aroused so much 


natred as to reflect upon its authors 
and to give the impression that they 
were altogether evil men. Such a 
construction will not bear dispassionate 
scrutiny. The Federalist party con- 
:ained fully half of the Revolutionary 
leroes. John Adams, the president 
who signed the act and who enforced 
t, was certainly one of the pre-Revo- 
utionary leaders in the fight for free- 
dom. 
That he and his associates could 


have passed such an act illustrates nof 
their general moral turpitude but the 
temptation to use tyranny which men 
in political power in their endeavor 
to perpetuate their power can not 
resist." 


Many were tried and convicted un- 


der The Sedition Act before it was re- 
pealed, and the succeeding president, 
Jefferson, freeing the prisoners, said: 


"I discharged every person under 


punishment or prosecution under the 
sedition law because I consider and
